The Soviet ice-breaker Sadko, which is 
sailing for the Novosibirsk Islands and De 
Long Archipelago in the Arctic this summer, 
is to drive further to the North in an attempt 
to find the mysterious Sannikov Island, 
sought unsuccessiully over a century ago. 

Sannikov Island, charted on all Arctic 
maps as lying between 78 and 80 degrees 
north latitude and 140-150 degrees eat longi- 
tude, was described by Sannikov, a Siberian 
merchant, as a land of high mountains, north 
of New Siberia. “ The land, which was no 
more than fifteen miles away, could not be 
reached. An unfrozen patch of water under 
a thin layer of ice on all sides made ap- 
proach impossible,” reads the entry in Sanni- 
kov’s diary. 

The island was included in the Arctic maps 
in 1811, a year after Sannikov’s trip. 

Nansen, in his famous drift on the Fram in 
1893, reported that many birds had hovered 
ovér his mast in the locality where Sannikov 
Island is supposed to be. but. though the 
birds indicated the proximity of land, he saw 
no signs of it. An expedition scnt out in 
1900 to search for the island met a tragic 
fate, some of its members perishing, includ- 
ing the leader. 

These futile quests have led many to de- 
clare that Sannikov Island is a myth. But 
Soviet Polar experts like Academician V. A. 
Obruchev and Captain V. I. Voronin main- 
tain that many signs indicate the existence 
of this island. fessor R. Samoilovich, 
the leader of the expedition on the Sadko, 
has determined to solve this mystery once 
and for all.

ON MOSCOW-VOLGA CANAL 


A most up-to-date communication system 
will be instituted on the Moscow-Volga Canal 
when it is put into operation. Five tele- 
phone systems are ge installed, and each 
section oí the canal will have its own com- 
munication system. 

At every lock a loud speaker radio-broad- 
casting apparatus will be set up, enabling 
the chief of the lock to give directions to 
the commanders of vessels passing through. 
At Ivankov, the northern port and at Kalinin, 
three short-wave radio stations will be built. 
These will make it possible to establish con- 
tact with all boats navigating the canal and 
4 mó Volga. 

e Commissariat of Water Transport has 
invented a system for telemechanical control 
of all the hydro-technical equipment of the 
canal. The system will regulate the level of 
the water and control the work of the 
pumping stations, dams and lock-gates,
